Now if J were going: to draw four 


move panels to show the next 50 
ot 350 years, I think they'd be 
something like this: 


Panel No. 1 1 would show some 


tree planting1 being- made here 
and there across the barren con- 
tinent, and some contoured strip- 
cropping would begin to appear on 
some of the worst slopes — may- 
be some dams m some of the gull- 
ies. 


Panel No. 2 would show another 


development: it would show soil 
conservation districts being organ-

And the last panel, maybe, would 


not show just a bird's eye view 
of the whole-^continent, like the 


others, but some contented peo- 
ple, some happy^ "people, giving 
thanks because THEIR ancestors 
—meaning- us—DID safeguard the 
land for their use. And m the 
background, of course, there could 
be some contouring, and some lush 
pasture, and some farm woodland. 
1 think that would be about right. 


As a matter of fact, I'd like to 


see Ding draw THAT cartoon — 
always keeping in mind, of course, 
that if we let up on the job. this 
other cartoon of his we've got here 
might come true eventually! 


But as 1 said, there's still hope, 


and that hope is strong, because 
it's based among other things on 
some 1800 soil conservation dis- 
tricts and on nearly a hundred 
million acres of farmland already 
protected; on the increasing de- 
mand from formers for conserva- 
tion work and on the increasing in- 
terest of all Americans in wise 
use of our natural resources. 


So, of course, there's still hope 


— if we keep working at the job.

But we 
can't say we blame the gentle- 
ment from the English-speaking 
nations. 


At a meeting on Albania's UN 


membership, 
chief deputy Alexi 


Krasilnikov made a typical Rus- 
sian type speech. 
Then Britain's 


Valentine Lawford blew off steam. 
"It is deplorable," he said, "that 
we should be subjected day after 
day, week after week, month after 
month, to all this junk about pro- 
vocations, lies, noises and repeti- 
tions." 


That's no diplomatic language. 


But it probably better expressed 
, some feelings that before have 


been expressed more elegantly, or 
else suppressed. 


In the Security Council meet- 


Ing the Communist bloc had corn- 
plained that "monarcho-fascism" 
is rampant in Greece. Then Amer- 
ica's Herschel Johnson had his say 
—and it seems to us that what he 
*aid has needed saying in the Rus- 
sian and Balkan representatives' 
presence for a long time. 


"Dictatorship is dictatorship," 


lie told them, "no matter what 
name you call it." He explained 
that his government held no brief 
for the Greek government , but 
that Greece was no menace to in- 
ternational peace "and we think 
her three northern neighbors are." 
He added that there was not "the 
slightest evidence" of civil liber- 
ties to be found inside those neigh- 
bors' borders. 


Testy Colonel Hodgson of Aus-

IIAKUV H. HAWKS 


Washington, Aug 1 — (AP)— 


Harry B. Hawes, former Democra- 
tic senator from Missouri, died 
at his home here last night. He 
was 78. 


Since retiring trom the senate 


in 1933 he had practiced law here, 
representing both the Philippine 
government and the 
Philippine 


Sugar Association in a legal ca- 
pacity. 


Hawes wcs elected to the sen- 


ate in 1926 after serving three 
terms in the house. He did not 
seek reelection in 1932. 


Hawes was credited with pos- 


sessing a genius for organization, 
to which was ascribed his success 
in politics and in numerous civic 
enterprises with which he identi- 
fied himself in St. Louis. 


His political activities 
began 


when he organized a Democratic 
Jefferson Club, which later was 
instrumental in overthrowing the 
Republican city machine, won for 
him and state offices and event- 
ually landed him in Washington, 
where he served in both houses 
of Congress. He was elected 
a 


United States Senator in 1926 af- 
ter three terms in the House of 
Representatives. 


Early in his public career Sen- 


ator Hawes became an advocate 
of improved highways and through- 
out Missouri was known as "The 
father ot good roads." In Wash- 
ington he centered his eft'oUs on 
inland waterways, flood control, 
highway development and as an 
exponent of dry law modification. 


Senator Hawes was born in Cov- 


ington, Ky., November 15, 1869, 
and carne from a family that for 
generations had been represented 
in the legal profession. Deciding 
to pursue the same course, he 
went to St. Louis when he was 
18 and received hl& law degree 
at Washington University in 1896. 
Shortly after that he became the 
prime mover in the organization 
of the Jefferson Club. 


An important legal assignment 


was his engagement as one of the 
counsel for the Republic -of Ha- 
waii during" the ri^ntint.ions for 
the annexation of the islands to 
the United States. 
He was 
m 


Washington much of the time on 
that work. His political activi- 
ties won favor with the then gov- 
ernor of Missouri, Lon V. Steph- 
ens, who appointed Mr. 
Hawes 


president of the St. Louis police 
board. At the age of 29 he was 
the youngest man ever named for 
that post. 


Subsequently, 
Senator 
Hawes 


was a leader in the fight that led 
to the defeat of the strongly en- 
trenched Republican city admin- 
istration. At the a,ge of 34. barely 
old enough to qualify, he sought 
the Democratic nomination 
for 


governor of Missouri, but was un- 
successful. 


Retiring from politics tempor-j 


arllyr he devoted his tune to the 
practice of law and interested him- 
self in the promotion of 
good 


roads. He was elected to the state 
legislature, where he fostered the 
organization of a 
non-partisan 


highway commission and a $60,- 
000.000 state road 
bond issue, 


both ot" which were provided for. 


Senator Hawes was tirst elected 


a Representative in Congress in 
192U from the Eleventh Missouri 
district, normally Republican. He 
was re-elected in 1922 and 1924 
and two years later defeated Sen- 
ator George H. Williams, Repub- 
lican, for the seat in the United 
States Senate. In the latter body 
his work was marked in the mam 
by his determined efforts in be- 
half of fiuod control, tie submit- 
ted what was known as the Mis- 
souri plan, which was, partially 
incorporated m the bill that was 
passed. 


When the World War started 


in 1914, Senator Hawes was in 
London and became a member oi 
the American committee which 
.licled American refugees. 
Later 


he was commissioned a captain 
in the army intelligence service. 
Ho advocated the League oi Na- 
tions with reservations, but op- 
posed American adherence to the 
World Court. 


On November 15. 1S99, Senator 


Hawes married Eppes 
Ot-borue 


Robmson of Washington, D. C. 
They had two daughters.

Duck Season Cut 


to 10-Year Low 


Washington, Aug. 1—(AP)— 


Cutting the nation's duck-hunting 
season to a 10-year low, the Fish 
and Wildlife Service predicted to- 
day a very substantial reduction" 
in the kill of waterfowl this year. 


The agency which controls the 


sportsman's trigger finger reduced 
the shooting of ducks and geese to 
30 days in the east and 35 days in 
the central and western states. 
This \s the shortest season since 
the duck-depression- years of the 
mid-thirties. 


The new regulations also short- 


ened each hunting day by an hour, 
and damped new 
limitations on 


the number of waterfowl a hunter 
may kill in one day or accumulate 
In more than a day. Furthermore 
no hunter may l<>>ep his catch in 
storage for qiore than 90 days aft- 
er the season's end. 


President Truman signed a proc- 


lamation 
yesterday 
making- the 


1947 rules effective.

the aroused representatives of the 
other powers were bawling him 
out m the strongest languages jet 
heard in this capitol of the woild 


In offices and corridors cleiks 


and porters, secretaries and mes- 
sengers earned on their routine 
as though nothing out? of the or- 
dinary was happening, blaming 
Russia—most of them—for 
the 


impasse, but assuming that every- 
thing- would work Itself out 


Junior executives were saying 
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to fnends off the record, that the 
United Nations was facing a M- 
tal test. It must find some solution, 
they said, for either the Balkan 
situation or that in Palestine, or 
both, or its prestige would drop 
out of sight. 


And Sir 
Alexander 
Cadogan, 


British ambassador, 
chose that 


moment to make clear to me he 
had never said that, if the Balkan 
situation was 
not 
solved, "we 


might as well tear up the charter 
—and pack up." 


Infringed Sovereignty 


' Our failure to find such a so- 


lution," he said, "would be just 
another ordinary failure What I 
did say and do say 
u> that we 


might as well tear up the charter 
—and go home—if we are pre- 
vented from trying to sohe the 
Balkan situation for the short- 
sighted reason that such an at- 
tempt would infringe on some na- 
tion's sovereignty

And Warren Austin, who with

disagieements and the agreements 
that ha%e crowded the brief life 
of the United Nations all .are 
demonstrations of the need for 
such an oigamzation," he told me 


"They clearly show the neces- 


sity for maintaining and develop- 
ing it As long as representatives 
of" the 55 member nations con- 
tinue to meet at the conference 
table to discuss the issues, voice 
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their suspicions, and seek to me- 
diate their disputes, theie is al- 
ways hope for agreement, 
for 


progress, foi peace 


' Suspicion and distrust are dis- 


eases difficult to cuie. They grow 
woise if they are ignored or iso- 
lated. Cont.nued association, con- 
tinued work and continued faith 
are far more effective cuiatives 
It would be the height of folly to 
stop treating the ailments simply 
because the economic, social and 
political health of the woild can 
not be achieved overnight " 


The diplomats all feel that too 


little credit is being given to the 
United Nations for the activities 
of the relatively non-controver- 
sial Economic and Social Council, 
and the specialized agencies. 


"The conflicts m the Security 


Council should not be allowed to 
turn our eyes away from these 
instruments of the United Na- 
tions that are 
removing 
the 


causes of war," is the way Austin 
expresses it.

Britain's coal miners to work an 
extra .lour daily in older to get 
the production which is so badly 
needed to stimulate badly lagging 
industry. Lack of coal is the crux 
of the economic crisis It is sug- 
gested that the miners get time 
and a half pay for this overtime 


Advocates of this plan say it 


would increase the coal output 
some 300,000 tons a week, to swell 
the present production of about 
3,700,000 tons. The government's 
target for the year is 200,000,000 
tons.
